:'S, 1318. paid the penalty for th« crim« 
shortly after midnight' this morning 
when he was electrocuted in th* death 
chair of th* State prison at Charlei- 
town.

The young Italian walked from th* 


first cell in the room adjoining the 
one in which the electric chair Is lo- 
cated into the execution room, preced- 
ed by Rev. Francesco de Alphonso. his 
spiritual advisor from the Sacred Heart 
church, North Knd, and Rev. M. J. 
Murphy, the prison chaplain. 


Beside him walked Deputy Warden 


William Hcndry and a prison officer. 
They passed Warden Klmer B. Shat- 
tuck and the legal witnesses sp.d up- 
on reaching the electric chair Keel sat 
down, and the officers assigned to th* 
work strapped his legs and arms and 
tody to the chair The electrodes were 
applied to his head and left, leg, all 
in little more than a minute.
